of whisky on Sept. 8, they will c o n ­ 
tinue“ lo produce alcohol In limited 
qua ntitie s to be used in the m aking 
of powder and for medicinal p u r ­ 
poses. 
Increased 
production 
of spirits 
withi n th e last few 
months have 
given the 
distillers a vast 
store, 
which will supply the norm al demand 
for liquor for more th a n two years. 
Distillery warehouses, to gether with 
oth er warehou ses of fhe city, 
are 
filled to capacity with stored goods. 
Several of the large plants here 
have huge contracts w ith the allied 
govern m ents for alcohol to be used 
in the m a k in g of am m unit io n, and 
they expect 
to continue supplying 
the product to them. 
A prom in en t Peoria distiller pre­ 
dicted th a t the backw ard spring, late 
corn, an early frost, acres of corn 
undeveloped and unfit 
for 
food, a 
demand for a m a rk et for this grain 
might bri ng about an ena ctm e n t by 
Congress next w in te r of an a m e n d ­ 
m ent to the food bill p e rm ittin g dis­ 
tillers to resume 
m a n u f a c tu r e 
of 
distilled spirits. 
Corn 
unsuited for 
h u m a n con­ 
sumption and even for animal food 
is utilized chiefly in the m a n u fa ctu re 
of spirits. In no rm al years the su p ­ 
ply of no-grade corn is practically 
all ta ken by th e distileries. 
Distilleries have been w ork in g 24 
hours a day with ex tr a large forces 
for th e last six months m a n u f a c t u r ­ 
ing whisky. Additions built to the 
plants for the m a n u f a c tu r e of alco­ 
hol for the allies are used and more 
than 250,000 bushels of corn have 
been taken daily by them.

been assigned to Field Hospital No. 
3, now stationed at Fort Bliss, El 
Paso, to which place he has already 
reported. 
A recent issue of the El Paso Her­ 
ald gives this brief history of this 
famous organization, in 
which Dr. 
Nicholson’s many friends here 
are 
quite sure he will make good: 
United States army field hospital 
No. 3 has a record which has made 
it the envy of every sanitary unit in 
the United States army. Its record is 
that it has had more foreign and ac­ 
tive service than all other organiza 
tlons of the sanitary department of 
the army combined. 
Being ordered to the border from 
Ft. Benjamin Harrison, Ind., during 
the early Mexican border troubles, 
it w'as selected by the late Maj. Gen. 
Frederick Funston to accompany his 
expedition to Vera Cruz at the time 
of the occupation 
of the 
Mexican 
port. 
It was the only field hospital 
in the military service to be selected 
for this duty. 
The company landed 
with the other troops at Vera Cruz 
on April 30, 1914, and immediately 
established its headquarters in 
the 
School for Preparation for the Mex­ 
ican navy at Vera Cruz. 
Here 
the 
company cared for the wounded ma­ 
rines and sailors, the soldier sick and 
the refugees and helped the soldiers 
in policing Vera Cruz and establish­ 
ing the famous sanitary movement 
which cleaned 
up Vera 
Cruz 
and 
freed it from disease. 
Withdrawing from Vera Cruz with 
the Funston expedition, 
field hos­ 
pital No. 3 was transferred to 
Ft. 
Crockett, Texas. 
It was encamped 
there during the hurricane in Aug­ 
ust, 1915, and in this 
storm lost 
nearly all of its tentage and equip­ 
ment. 
Despite this fact, the com­ 
pany immediately established a tem­ 
porary hospital and assisted in the 
rescue work and in caring for those 
Injured during the disaster. 
Field hospital No. 3 came to Ft. 
Bliss for station Oct. 19, 1915. Soon 
after its arrival 
here it won 
the 
silver trophy offered to the organiza­ 
tion stationed here for the finest ap­ 
pearance on 
parade. 
It has 
won 
trophies for the splendid condition 
of its field hospitals. 
But two cups 
were offered during this competition 
among the troops at Ft. Bliss and the 
field hospital company was winner ot 
one. 
Maj. Gen. John J. Pershing select­ 
ed field hospital No. 3 as the unit to 
accompany him to Columbus, N. M., 
and later to Mexico when he took 
up the bandit chase following Villa’s 
Columbus 
raid. 
The organization 
was transferred from Ft. Bliss 
to 
Columbus, N. M., in March, 1916, 
and from there followed the punitive 
expedition to Mexico, establishing its 
headquarters 
at Colonia 
Dublan, 
Gen. Pershing’s field base. 
It 
re­ 
mained in service in 
Mexico 
until 
Pershing withdrew 
his entire 
ex 
pedition last February.
